CHENG CALLS ON BEVIN 

London, July 4.—Dr. Cheng 
Tien-hsi, Chinese Ambassador in 
London, today called, on the 
British Foreign Minister, Mr 
Ernest‘ Bevin, for a talk which 
usually reilable sources con- 
nected with the Chinese ‘closure 
of ports $n Communist-occupicd’ 
territory. 


Britain, in a note last week, 
§s understood to have sald that 
she . will not recognise the 
Chinese action, which the Canton 
Government deseribed -ns a 
closure and not a blockade. 
The Chinese reply to the Bri- 
tish note was recelved in Lon: 
don yesterday. Though its text 
has ‘not been made public In 
London, ‘thie Chinese reply to a 
similar nole from the United 
States maintained: that the 
Chinese Government were just!~ 
fied in their action.—Reuter.
